Beckert Not In Court 


District Attorney Paul R. Beck­ 
ert, whose investigation resulted 
in the first arrest of the five 
school directors more than nine 
months ago, was not in court to­ 
day.

As it now stands, the 
two school directors are awaiting 
the judges' ruling on the con­ 
spiracy charge. 


Hess and Stieber, along with 
Mrs. Angela Blatt, were indicted 
by the January grand jury on 
charges of bribery and conspiracy 
in connection with the plot to sell 
principalships 
in 
the 
township 
school system. 
A request to dismiss the charges 
against Mrs. Blatt was denied by 
the court, which in turn granted 
Hess and Stieber the right to be 
heard in Argument Court. 
Two o t h e r school directors. 
Louis A. Aliment! and Nicholas 
DeMara, former president and 
vice president, respectively, plead, 
ed guilty to bribery and conspir 
acy in the job-selling plot. They 
were released from Bucks County 
Prison after serving the minimum 
of their sentences of 30 days to 
one year.

Twin memorial services w e r e 
held at Porstmouth Naval Ship­ 
yard, where the submarine was 
built and commissioned, and at 
Groton, Conn., its home port. 
A floral piece replica of the 
lost submarine was dropped from 
a black and white Neptune pa­ 
trol plane over the mile-and-a- 
half deep watery grave of the 
Thresher 220 miles off Cape Cod.

wind-whipped 
replica 
floated to the water, LL I. Blasch, 
a chaplain aboard the destroyer 
Warrington 
participating

search for the exact location of 
the submarine, said:. “I commit 
these bodies to the deep.” 
The Warrington then fired a 21- 
gun salute in honor of the dead.
